L "JIS a good Maxime, Ns Men ought to be 
wiſer than the Law yet 'us hop'd what 
tends to publique advantage, may with 
modeſty, and due ſu-miſioz to Authority, 

be offered to conſideration, eſpecially. in :{uch Parti- 

culars not yet determined by Law, but additionally 

. adapted to preſent Emergencies. 7 

1. The firſt Riches of a Nation is the Multitude of 
its Inhabitants , The next Care, is by good Educari- 

9», and ſtrict Laws, to. keep and. enure them all-to 

Labour, Frugality, and Induſtry; — I willnotun: 

dertake, becauſe I fear 'ris but charniing a deaf Ad- 

der, to perſwade ſome City Shop-keepers and ordina- 

Tradeſmen out of their fancy, That the more there 

are of their way of aealing (Cxteris mn the wor le 

it is, for them : But-let them but look into the Sub- 
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urbs (if they never were in Holand ) and examine 
whither it be not true, That where there are a Mul- 
titude of People, there the Conſumption is augment- 
ed, and every one makes buſineſs for his Neighbour ; 
where there is beſt choice; fleek moſt Buyers. - Since 
Wars, Peftilence, and eſpecially Plantations abroad, 
have much drain'd away our People, I ſubmit it whe- 
ther the prudence of the preſcnt, or after Ages, may 
not think an AG of Erngenization convenient for 
encouragemettt of, tokeigh Artificers, 5. to coha- 
bit amongſt us. This I am pretty confident, it will at 
preſent nrbe ugneepflary to ſypprels. the 'numerous 
Swarms of Beggars and Vagrants which in all parts 
abound, to the: vaſt icaridal, detrimerit, and danger 
of the Nation, notwithſtanding the wholſome Sta- 
rutes heretofore made , to actuare and enliven which 
with execution, a-competent reward for Every Pet- 
{oh that ſhall apprehend fuch fturdy Vagrant, and 
bring him, or her, to the Officer of the Pariſh, Where 
taken, may perhaps not be unuſeful. 

2. When in any Nation Cotnmodities are Imported 
to a greater value than 'what are Exported, Impove- 
rihment ſeems unavoidable, for then our ready 
Money maſt go out to even the BaJlance, whence it 
appears wm may be mas much danger by a 
great Trade ill manaped, as by too little, it ſeems 
therefore-propoſable that ſpecial care be taken to im- 
prove Commodities of our own growth and Mahu- 
fafture, and reſtrain the bringing in of ſuperfluities 
and unneceſfaries, (HS 

3. Hence *tis confiderable, whether the vaſt quanti- 
ty of Linen Cloth now purchaſed 'abzgad might _ 
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be ſpared, and. a ſufficient ſupply raiſed at home, by 
nrgng the growth of. Hemp, apd Flax, ce. 
which will not oaly raiſe the Rears of, our Lands, but 
alſo continually ſet at work thouſands of idle hands 
( eſpecially of Women and 'Children, our greateſt 
burthen, ) To which I know not why we may not 
add, The ſparing (at-leaſt in a great degree) of 
French Wine, by promoting Sider (altogether as 
pleaſant, and poſhbly moxe whollame and agreeable 
ro Pxplijh Bodies) in-ks1tead. |

5. If :icarcity of Money, be objected as the grand 
hindrance of; Trade amongſt;us,.-and.canngt beifap- 
pl'yd by ſuch Expedient, there want nog nieans other- 
wile to. raile,credit .that. may ,anſwer' that End To 
this ,purpole the: late 'Zumbard at Devoyſbire-hoyſe 
was Erexted, and. in purluance gliereof, only alter- 
1ng:the Veſting . of ir in ;the  Qhamber. of London, 
from private hands.

«*tis built upon a real Found depolited in ſafe hands,

- > Many other leſſer Offices of the ſame nature might 
be ſet up in every City, to furniſh the Poor with Cre- 
- dit (or *Money -in ſome cafes) on their ' Wares or 
Goods; whereby their ruine by unconſcionable Bro- 
kers, Tally-men, &c. would be prevented. |
